The suddeo t«rmlo*iton of e»-Hr«tl- 
dent Harrlaoo’a abori lllneN la death, 
came lllce a (book to the country, which 
wa» not prepared to realize that the 
man of stalwart form and colloeaal 
brain had joined the Innumerable cara- 
ean which movea to the myaterloua 
realm. A great roan has fallen and the 
whole country, regardleaa of party 
lines, mourns the death of a scholar and 
a statesman, who served the fpeople as 
their chief magistrate with singular 
ability and fidelity. Though an ardent 
republican he was not always In touch 
with the party leaders, above whom he 
soared as an eagle. Since retiring 
from the presidensv, he has conducted 
himself with great propriety, shrinking 
from public notice, but always willing 
to give bis advice and counsel when 
called upon.
